EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

On page 2 line 7of the specification -, now patent number 7,322,107,— has been 
inserted between "10/753,019" and "filed". 

Before claim 19 line 12, the following has been inserted: "an aperture extending 
between said folded region and said curved front end" 

In claim 19 line 12 "folded region" has been replaced by -aperture-, and -in 
said folded region-has been inserted between "cutting edge" and ";". 

In claim 19 line 13 "curved front end" has been replaced by -aperture- and -in 
said curved front end, said second cutting edge- has been inserted between "cutting 
edge" and "transversely". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
prior art of record that anticipates or renders obvious the shape of a manicuring 
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appliance as set forth in tlie claims. There is no particular teaching in the prior art that 
would lead a person of ordinary skill to the shape of the device as now claimed. There is 
nothing to indicate there are market forces or other considerations which informed the 
design of this product, or could have informed prior art products.
